Note—The Local Government Area designations and names used in this table are those which were current at 
the 31st December, 1961. Under the provisions of the Local Government Act of 1960, which came into operation 
on the Ist July, 1961, Municipalities which already had city status remained “ Cities,” but other former Municipalities 
became known as ‘‘ Towns,” and Road Districts were renamed ‘ Shires.” Concurrently with the commencement 
of the Act, the names of several Local Government Areas were altered as follows :—Midland Junction to Midland, 
Belmont Park to Belmont, Black Range to Sandstone, Collie Coalfields to Collie, Darling Range to Kalamunda, 
Drakesbrook to Waroona, Kununoppin-Trayning to Trayning-Kununoppin-Yelbeni, Marradong to Boddington, 
Phillips River to Ravensthorpe, Preston to Donnybrook and Wyndham to Wyndham-East Kimberley. Other 
changes during 1961 were the abolition, effective from 15th April, 1961, of the Wagin Municipality which became part 
of the Wagin Road District, and the abolition, effective from 1st November, 1961, of the Town of North Fremantle 
which became part of the City of Fremantle.

The table is designed to show (in respect to the Consolidated Revenue Fund only) the gross and net cost of each 
‘function of Government irrespective of the Department or Departments administering these functions. In cases 
where an activity is such that it involves more than one function, each of its components has been included in that 
function which is considered to be the most appropriate. For example, in classifying revenue and expenditure 
attributable to the care of aboriginals, the education of natives is included in ‘“‘ Education ”, and hospitals for natives 
dn “ Public Health ’, only the balance being assigned to the item ‘‘ Welfare’. 


Certain functions are performed by Semi-Government Authorities and do not affect the Revenue Fund with 
the exception of Public Debt operations and various subsidies and recoups, e.g., Electricity, Banking, Insurance, 
Roads. In other cases the Revenue Fund recoups certain losses or receives surplus profits, e.g., Trading Concerns, 
Fremantle Harbour Trust. Public Debt Charges are shown as a separate function.

No. 14—State Taxation : Net Collections 


Note:—From the 1st July, 1959 the payment of Commonwealth grants formerly made to the States by way 
of tax reimbursement was discontinued and replaced by a system of Financial Assistance Grants. For the purposes 
of this table, the amounts appearing in Table No. 1 as Tax Reimbursement grants for the years 1957-58 and 1958-59 
have been excluded. 

The collections are grouped according to the nature of the tax rather than the method of collection. Thus stamp 
duties on betting tickets and revenue from bookmakers’ licences and totalisator licences are included under the head- 
ing ‘‘ Racing” and not under “Stamp Duties” or ‘ Licences.” 


The figures shown comprise payments to Consolidated Revenue and trust or special accounts. They include 
earnings from some types of licences which are treated as departmental revenue, and not as taxation, in the Public 
Accounts. For purposes of comparison with other States, vehicle registration fees and passenger and carriers’ licence 
fees collected and retained by local government authorities outside the Metropolitan Traffic Area are also included. 
At the foot of the table there appears a reconciliation between the aggregate net collections for the year 1961-62 
and the total of the item “‘ Taxation” in Table No. 1.

The statistics shown conform substantially to the following definitions and should be interpreted accordingly. 
(1) Premiums represent the full amount receivable in respect of policies issued or renewed during the year, 
less returns, rebates and bonuses paid or credited to policy holders during the year. They are not 
adjusted to provide for premiums unearned at the end of the year and consequently the amounts differ 
from “‘ earned premium income” appropriate to the year. When figures are increasing, as in recent 
years, premiums receivable (as shown in the tables) are greater than ‘‘ earned premium income” 
appropriate to the year. The converse applies when figures are declining. 
(ii) Claims include provision for outstanding claims and represent claims or losses incurred during the year. 
Salvage and other amounts recoverable have been deducted. 
(iii) Contribution to Fire Brigades, Commission, Agents’ Charges and Expenses of Management represent 
mainly charges paid during the year. 
(iv) Taxation represents mainly payments made during the year and includes Income Taz, Pay-rol Taz, 
Licence Fees, Stamp Duty (where paid by the company), ete. Income Tax paid during the year is 
based on the income of earlier years. 
The tables contain selected items of statistics and the information shown is not suitable for the construction of a “Profit 
and Loss”’ statement or ‘‘ Revenue” account.

1—SUMMARY OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 


The value of imports in 1961-62 totalled £172-7 million and exports £190-8 million, resulting 
in a favourable balance of £18-1 million compared with a favourable balance of £26-8 million in 
1960-61. However, if the value of gold bullion shipments is eliminated from the export figures, 
1961-62 trading shows a favourable balance of £11-0 million compared with an adverse balance 
of £12-8 million in 1960-61—an overall improvement of £23-8 million.

3—PRINCIPAL EXPORTS—Oversea and Interstate 


The value of gold exported to oversea countries—Nil for the year under review—(United 
Kingdom £30-96 million and Switzerland £0-35 mnillion), and to New South Wales £7-10 million 
(£8-33 million), is excluded from the following figures. 


The value of exports of merchandise increased by £18-6 million to £183-7 million (£165-1 
million), the main increases being wheat £16-5 million, greasy wool £4-4 million and crayfish 
tails £1-9 million. Offsetting these increases, smaller returns came from the exports of petroleum 
products, wheaten flour, apples and scrap metals. 


The most important customers were the United Kingdom £23,020,887 (£28,852,764) ; Japan 
£22,285,127 (£16,763,912) ; Republic of China (Mainland) £20,634,772 (£8,569,514) ; United States 
of America £11,411,390 (£7,745,394) ; Federal Republic of Germany £9,195,796 (£5,377,319) ; 
Republic of India £6,813,642 (£3,452,973) and Spain £5,097,077 (£413,140). 


Exports according to principal country group, or region, were—European Economic Com- 
munity £20,954,614 (£16,254,758) ; European Free Trade Association (including United Kingdom) 
£23,749,780 (£30,352,714) ; Other countries of Europe £8,578,759 (£6,203,073) ; North America 
£12,249,382 (£8,487,884) ; South-West Asia £4,688,326 (£7,015,027) and other Asian countries 
(except U.S.S.R.) £61,387,540 (£43,094,763). 


Exports to Australian States were mainly to South Australia £13,365,735 (£13,698,241) ; 
Victoria £9,856,592 (£11,179,489) and New South Wales £9,187,592 (£9,254,600). Exports of 
petroleum oils and spirits and iron and steel to those States totalled—South Australia £9,204,807 ; 
Victoria £5,497,640 and New South Wales £3,914,015. 


Details of Principal Exports 
Greasy Wool 

The quantity of greasy wool exported increased by approximately 4 per cent. compared 
with 1960-61, while earnings increased by almost 15 per cent. because of the increase in the f.0.b. 
price. A total of 136,894,452 Ib. (131,902,870 lb.) was exported for a value of £34,088,411 
(£29,644,979), an average f.o.b. value of 59-8 pence (53-9 pence) per Ib.

£2,020,906 (4,046,218 lb.—£1,424,695) ; United States of America 5,369,222 1b.—£1,607,701 
(5,233,256 lb.—£1,481,501) ; United Kingdom 3,386,263 lb.—£851,212 (3,791,831 lb.—£918,057) 
and Federal Republic of Germany 2,662,375 1b.—£707,732 (3,245,952 lb.—£908,176). 
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Shipments of wheat totalled 73,882,791 bushels (52,480,005 bushels) valued at £52,178,050 
(£35,639,958), an average f.o.b. value of 169-5 pence (163-0 pence) per bushel.

Barley

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NOTES ON STATISTICAL DIVISIONS AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT AREAS 


1. From 1929-30 Western Australian statistics of agriculture and livestock have been tabu- 
lated according to Local Government Areas. In this Part in the lists on pages 6 and 7 and in the 
tables where information for separate Local Government Areas is published, the district designa- 
tions and names used are those which were current at the 3lst December, 1961. 


Changes which have occurred since the periods to which the statistics in this issue relate 
and which have not been taken into account are :— 


(i) As from the 26th January, 1962 the Shire of Mosman Park was reconstituted as 
the Town of Mosman Park. 


(ii) As from the 1st July, 1962 areas previously portions of the Shires of Carnamah, 
Dalwallinu and Perenjori were constituted as the Shire of Coorow. 


(iii) As from the 28th September, 1962 the Shire of Melville was reconstituted as the 
Town of Melville. 


2. Local Government Areas of the State are grouped into eleven Statistical Divisions and 
a table showing the Cities, Towns and Shires comprising these Divisions at the 3lst December, 
1961 is shown on page 6 and an Index of Local Government Areas at the same date is given on 
page 7. A map showing the boundaries of Statistical Divisions and Local Government Areas 


is published facing page 8. 


3. For the purpose of statistics of agriculture and livestock, shown in this Part, each Town 
is combined with the surrounding Shire, except in the case of the Town of Bunbury, for which 
separate information is published. Separate statistics of agriculture and livestock are not com- 
piled for the individual Local Government Areas of the Metropolitan Statistical Division. 


4. The areas of local government districts at the 30th June, 1962 are shown in Table 3 on 
pages 10 to 13. Official estimates of areas, usually shown in square miles, have been converted 
to acres for comparison with the statistics of rural land utilization which are shown in the Table. 
Transfers of land between districts during the year ended 30th June, 1962, taken into account 
in calculating the areas shown, are listed below. Transfers affecting farms and stations which took 
place prior to the 3lst March, 1962 have been taken into account in compiling the district data 
published in this Part.

VIII -VALUE OF PRODUCTION 


PRIMARY PRODUCTION 


(a) Gross Value is the value placed on recorded production at the wholesale price realize: 
at the principal market. In cases where primary products are consumed at the place 
of production or where they become raw material for a secondary industry, these points 

of consumption are taken as the principal markets. 


(6) Marketing Costs comprise freight, cost of containers, commission, and other charges incur- 
red in marketing. 


(ce) Local Value is the value recorded at the place of production, and is obtained by deducting 
Marketing Costs from Gross Value. 


(d) Cost of Goods Consumed in the Process of Production covers seed and fertilizers used, 
pickling, sprays, dips, fodder consumed, fuel and oil, and other selected costs of a similar 
nature. 


(e) Net Value represents the return to the producer (farmer, pastoralist, mine owner, etc.) 
and is the sum available for payment of wages, interest, rent, depreciation, other 
overhead costs, and for the producer’s own income. It is obtained by deducting from 
Local Value the Cost of Goods Consumed in the Process of Production. 


Gross and Local Values of primary production involve some duplication as they include the 
products of certain primary industries which are consumed as raw materials by other industries 
in the group (¢.g., hay consumed by livestock). Furthermore, many of the materials consumed 
by primary industries are the products of secondary industry. However, duplication has been 
eliminated in calculating the Net Value of primary production by deducting the cost of both 
primary and secondary products consumed by primary industries. Therefore, Net Value of 
primary production should be used when comparing or combining values for primary industries 
with those for secondary industries. 


II. MANUFACTURING 


(a) Value of Output is the selling value “ at the factory ” (¢.¢., the value at the point of 
sale less al] selling and distribution costs) of all goods made or processed during the 
year and includes the amount received for other work done, such as repair work, as- 
sembling and making-up for customers. Any bounty or subsidy received on finished 
products is included. 


(b) Cost of Goods Consumed in the Process of Production covers materials used, fuel, power 
and light, lubricating oil and water, repairs to plant and buildings, tools replaced, 
and containers and packings. 


(c) Net Value of Production is the value added in the course of manufacture and is the sum 
available for payment of wages, rent, depreciation, other sundry expenses and for 
interest and profit. It is derived from the Value of Output by deducting the Cost of 
Goods Consumed in the Process of Production. 


In the process of manufacture, the output of one factory may become the raw material of 
another and aggregations of values of factory output therefore involve considerable duplication. 
However, in arriving at the Net Value of production of all factories, i.e., value added by the process 
of manufacture, no duplication occurs as the value added by each factory is taken into account once 
only. Because of this, and as much of the output of primary industry becomes raw material 
of secondary industries, Net Value of factory production (as defined above) should be used when 
comparing or combining values for secondary industries with those for primary industries.

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Part VI—FACTORY STATISTICS 


EXPLANATORY NOTES AND DEFINITIONS 


Definition of Factory.—For statistical purposes a factory is defined as any establishment which 
is engaged in the processes of manufacturing, assembling, treating or repairing and in which four 
or more persons are employed during any period of the year, or power other than manual is used. 


Classification.—In the case of a factory which engages in more than one industry on the same 
site a separate return is obtained, where possible, for each industry. Each of these components 
is then classified as if it were a separate factory. However, where it is not practicable for the 
manufacturer to submit separate returns, the factory is classified to the predominant activity, 
e.9., a factory principally engaged in manufacturing Ice but also producing Aerated Waters and 
Cordials would be classified to Ice and Refrigeration if separate returns were not available. 


Confidential Information.—The Acts under which these statistics are collected require that 
information supplied on any individual return must be treated as confidential. For this reason 
it has not been possible to publish some items and in other cases it has been necessary to combine 
details for publication. The tables affected carry appropriate footnotes. 


Employment.—Figures relate to the factory proper and exclude persons engaged in obtaining 
raw materials (e.g., persons employed by sawmills in felling and hauling logs) and persons engaged 
in selling or distribution. Working proprietors are included unless otherwise stated. 


Average employment figures may be expressed as an average “over the period worked ” 
or as an average “ over the whole year.” Thus a factory which operates for only six months of the 
year and employs 20 persons throughout that period has an average employment of 20 “ over 
the period worked,” but an average of only 10 “ over the whole year.” The type of average is indi- 
cated in each table. 


Value of Output.—The value of output is the selling value “at the factory ” (i.e., the value 
at the point of sale less all selling and distribution costs) of all goods made or processed during 
the year and includes the amount received for other work done, such as repair work, assembling 
and making-up for customers. Any bounty or subsidy received on finished products is included. 


Net Production.—‘‘ Net Production ” is the value added in the course of manufacture and 
is the sum available for payment of wages, rent, depreciation, other sundry expenses and for interest 
and profit. It is derived from the value of output by deducting the cost of goods consumed in 
the process of production. The costs deducted are those of materials used, fuel, power and light, 
lubricating oil and water, repairs to plant and buildings, tools replaced, and containers and 
packings. 


Statistical Divisions.—A map showing Statistical Divisions and their component Local Govern- 
ment Areas appears in Part V of the Statistical Register of Western Australia.

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PART XI—LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE: 1961-62 


The Local Government Act, 1960 came into operation on Ist July, 1961 and superseded the 
Municipal Corporations Act, 1906-1959 and the Road Districts Act, 1919-1959 under which local 
government functioned until that date. 


The new Act changed the designation of local government authorities as follows : 


Municipalities which already had city status remained “ Cities,” but other former 
Municipalities became known as ‘“‘ Towns,” and Road Districts were renamed “ Shires.” 
Concurrently with the commencement of the Act, the district names of a number of 
authorities were altered. These are listed below :—

Other procedural changes under the new legislation are dealt with in Chapter I1I—Constitution 
and Government of the Official Year Book of Western Australia, No. 3, 1962. 


The financial statistics as prepared from the annual financial statements of local authorities 
and published in this Part do, however, require additional comment because of the following 
revised procedures :— 


Financial Year—For 1960-61 and earlier years, the financial year for Road Boards 
ended on the 30th June and for Municipal Councils on the 31st October. The Local 
Government Act prescribes a financial year ending on the 30th June for all local govern- 
ment authorities. In the tables in this Part which relate to general revenue and expendi- 
ture and loan transactions the figures shown for 1961-62 refer to the eight months from 
the lst November, 1961 to the 30th June, 1962 in the case of City Councils and Town 
Councils, and to the year ended 30th June, 1962 in the case of Shire Councils. [An excep- 
tion occurs in the case of Mosman Park (formerly a Shire), which became a Town with 
effect from the 26th January, 1962. The financial figures shown for the Town of 
Mosman Park therefore relate to the year ended 30th June, 1962.] 


Accounting Method and Procedure—Certain statistical tables have been revised to 
suit the new uniform accounting methods.and the form in which Annual Statements 
of Account are now required. Separate rating requirements in respect of subsidiary 
Health and Vermin Boards have been abolished and the financial operations are now in- 
cluded in the composite Annual Receipts and Payments Statement of the local 
authority. Individual tables in respect of former Municipalities and Road Districts, 
and Health and Vermin Boards as previously published in Part XT are no longer 
available. 

The classification of certain items of expenditure is also affected by revised accounting 
procedures. Overhead expenses on public works and services such as engineering, 
building and health inspection salaries; superannuation, pay-roll tax, holiday and 
sick pay payments ; and plant maintenance charges are now allocated to the particular 
“ work ” or “ service.’’ Previously such unallocated items, other than plant maintenance, 
were statistically classified to Administrative Expenses. 


Subsidiary Boards—Although the budgeting process of a local authority as a single 
entity has resulted in the absorption of Health and Vermin Boards’ accounts within 
the Municipal Fund, it has been found administratively expedient for a small number 
of Vermin Boards (7) and Water Boards (5) to remain financially independent. 

Statistics of these Boards are presented separately in Table No. 7 and their revenue 
and expenditure included in Summary Tables 9, 10 and 11. Excluded is the Eastern 
xoldfields Transport Board (Table No. 14) which, although comprised of councillors 
from the three local authorities where the Board operates, is not deemed a business 
undertaking of a local government authority in the strict sense. Its operations are 
published for general information.

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PART XII—RETAIL PRICES, WAGES, EMPLOYMENT 
AND MISCELLANEOUS 


RETAIL PRICES 


Prices are collected regularly for items of food ; clothing and drapery ; housing ; house- 
hold supplies and equipment ; and miscellaneous commodities and services. 


The information is collected, under authority of the Census and Statistics Act 1905-1949, 
for specified ‘‘ standards’ of the commodities and services priced. Specifications include the 
unit of quantity to be priced, the grade, quality, size, style, etc., and in some cases the particular 
brand and the manufacturer’s “line”? number. The standards selected are those with a con- 
siderable volume of sales and likely to remain representative over a long period. 


The items and standards priced are revised from time to time to keep them in harmony with 
changing conditions. Before each quarterly collection the standards of all items are reviewed 
after extensive inquiries among manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers. Where changes in 
the items or standards priced become necessary, suitable adjustments are made in compiling 
price series to ensure that they reflect only changes in prices for representative goods of constant 
quality and not differences in prices of differing standards. 


The actual collection of information is carried out by specially qualified field officers of the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, who not only receive and check returns but 
visit the shops or other establishments concerned. 


Table No. 8 on page 11 shows the average retail prices in the metropolitan area of 39 items 
of food and groceries during each month of 1962. 


RETAIL PRICE INDEX NUMBERS 


The collected information relating to prices of goods and services may be summarized in 
the form of index numbers. Prices of items selected as being representative of a high proportion 
of the expenditure of wage-earner households are combined at regular intervals by the use of 
“weights” in approximate proportion to quantities actually used. The aim is to express as 
a single number the degree of change in prices for the selected field taken as a whole. In practice 
the application of this principle over a term of years presents great difficulty by reason of the 
numerous changes which occur in the type, grade and relative quantities of many of the items 
commonly used. 


Basically in the simplest method of compiling retail price indexes the price of each item is 
multiplied by a fixed quantity or “ weight,” the product being an “‘ expenditure.” The sum of 
these products for all items at any given date represents an “ aggregate expenditure.” The 
“ agoregate expenditures ”’ for successive periods are converted into an index series by equating 
the aggregate for a selected or ‘“‘ base ” period to 1,000 (or some other convenient number), and 
calculating all index numbers to this base according to the ratio which the several aggregates 
bear to that of the base period. 


THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 


For current statistical purposes the Consumer Price Index has replaced both the “‘ C ” Series 
Retail Price Index and the Interim Retail Price Index in official statistical publications. The 
title “‘ Consumer Price Index ” is used for purposes of convenience and does not imply that the 
new index differs in definition or purpose from previous retail price indexes. The purpose of 
the Index is to measure quarterly variations in retail prices of goods and services representing 
a high proportion of the expenditure of wage-earner households. The weighting pattern relates 
to estimated aggregates of wage-earner household expenditures and not to estimated expenditures 
of an “ average ” or individual household of specified size, type, or mode of living. It is thus 
possible to give appropriate representation to owner-occupied houses as well as rented houses 
and to include motor cars, television sets, and other major expenditures which relate to some 
households and not to others. 


Investigations revealed that the incidence and frequency of changes in the pattern of house- 
hold expenditure since 1950 were such as to render it necessary to construct not one but a series 
of new indexes introducing additional items and changes in weighting patterns at short intervals 
during the following ten years. The Consumer Price Index therefore consists of a sequence of four 
short-term retail price indexes linked to form a continuous series, with reference base year 
1952-53 = 100-0. It is envisaged that future links will be made in the index when significant 
changes in the pattern of household expenditure render it necessary to do so. 
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THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX—continued 


The Consumer Price Index covers a wide range of commodities and services arranged in the 
five major groups, Food ; Clothing and Drapery ; Housing; Household Supplies and Equip- 
ment; and Miscellaneous. It is designed only to measure the proportionate change in prices 
as combined in the individual groups, or the aggregate of the groups in the index. This is a 
basic principle of all price indexes, and failure to appreciate it gives rise to misconceptions con- 
cerning price indexes and their uses. Consumer (retail) price indexes are sometimes loosely 
called “ cost of living indexes” and are thought to measure changes in the “ cost of living.” 
Neither the Consumer Price Index, nor any other retail price index, measures those changes in 
the cost of living that result directly from changes in the standard of living. Changes of that 
kind are matters for consideration apart from price indexes. But the change in prices of goods 
and services is a very important part of the change in any cost of living and this part is measured 
by consumer (retail) price indexes. 


The following summary gives a general description of the nature of the items included in the 
several groups which together comprise the Consumer Price Index. 


Food—Meat (fresh and processed) ; dairy produce ; cereal products ; soft drink, ice cream 
and confectionery ; potatoes, onions and preserved fruit and vegetables ; and other 
foods including sugar, jam, margarine, tea, coffee, baby foods, and sundry canned 
and other foods. 


Clothing and Drapery—Men’s, women’s, boys’ and girls’ clothing ; men’s, women’s and 
children’s footwear ; household drapery ; and piecegoods and knitting wool. 


Housing—Costs (house price, rates, repairs and maintenance) involved in home owner- 
ship or purchase by instalments; and rent paid to a private owner or government 
authority. 


Household Supplies and Equipment—Household appliances ; fuel and light ; and house- 
hold articles including floor coverings, kitchen and other utensils, gardening and 
small tools, household sundries, personal requisites, proprietary medicines and school 
requisites. 


Miscellaneous—Transport (train, tram and bus fares and private motoring costs) ; beer ; 
tobacco and cigarettes ; services such as hairdressing, dry cleaning, shoe repairs and 
postal and telephone services; and other expenditure including costs of radio and 
television operation, cinema admission and newspapers. 


These groups do not include every item of household spending. It is both impracticable 
and unnecessary for them to do so. Prices are collected regularly for specified quantities and 
qualities of a large and representative selection of commodities and services. Movements in the 
prices of these items, when combined in suitable proportions, provide a representative measure 
of price change as affecting a high proportion of the expenditure of wage-earner households. 


The sets of weights used have been derived from analyses of statistics of production and 
consumption, the Population Censuses of 1947 and 1954, the Censuses of Retail Establishments 
of 1948-49, 1952-53 and 1956-57 and the continuing Survey of Retail Establishments; from 
information supplied by manufacturing, commercial, and other relevant sources; and from 
special surveys. 


The index has been compiled for each quarter from the September quarter of 1948, and for 
each financial year from 1948-49. ‘‘ All Groups”? index numbers, and group index numbers 
for each of the five major groups, are compiled and published regularly for the six State capital 
cities separately and combined. The reference base for each of these indexes is: Year 1952-53 
= 100-0. Figures appearing after the decimal point possess little significance for general statis- 
tical purposes. They are inserted merely to avoid the minor distortions that would occur in 
rounding off the figures to the nearest whole number. 


The separate city indexes measure price movements within each city individually. They 
enable comparisons to be drawn between cities as to differences in the degree of price movement, 
but not as to differences in the actual price level since the index for each city is independently 
based, on the prices recorded in that city during 1952-53. Similarly, the separate group indexes 
measure price movements of each group individually. They enable comparisons to be drawn 
as to differences in the degree of price change in the different groups, but do not show the com- 
parative cost of the different groups. 


The index for the six capital cities combined is a weighted average of price movement in 
the individual cities. The relative influence of the several cities on the combined index is de- 
termined by their populations at the 1954 Census. 


The foregoing summary of the main features of the Consumer Price Index has been prepared 
from documents issued by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra, among them being the 
Labour Report, 1960—No. 48 (published September, 1962) which contains a detailed description 
of the Index.

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II—WAGES 
THE BASIC WAGE 


The concept of a “basic” or “living” wage occurs commonly in the determinations of 
wage fixing authorities in Australia, although it may vary in definition. Originally the term was 
understood to mean the minimum or “ basic” wage necessary to provide a reasonable standard 
of comfort for the average worker and his family. In later years, however, economic factors 
have been taken into account and, in determining specified minimum rates of wage, consideration 
has been given to the capacity of industry to pay those rates. 


There are two tribunals, the Commonwealth Conciliation and Arbitration Commission and 
the State Court of Arbitration, which have authority to declare basic wage rates applicable in 
Western Australia. 


By an amendment of 1949 to the Commonwealth Conciliation and Arbitration Act, the basic 
wage for an adult male worker is defined as “ that wage, or that part of a wage, which is just and 
reasonable for an adult male, without regard to any circumstance pertaining to the work upon 
which, or the industry in which, he is employed.” The Act contains a similar definition of a 
basic wage for females. Before the inclusion of this amendment, the Act empowered the Court 
to prescribe a “‘ minimum rate of wage ”’ but it neither defined, nor provided for the determination 
of, a specific ‘“‘ basic wage.” In general terms, however, the basic wage was understood to be 
identifiable as the minimum wage, including “‘ loadings,” payable to an adult unskilled labourer. 
A “loading” may be defined as an addition to the “ basic”? wage as compensation for some 
ee condition of labour or environment or other circumstance, and not by way of “‘ margin 
for skill. 

The State Industrial Arbitration Act defines the basic wage as ‘‘a wage which the Court 
considers to be just and reasonable for the average worker to whom it applies.” The Court must 
have regard for the needs of the worker to enable him to live in reasonable comfort. An amend- 
ment of 1950 requires that the Court shall take into consideration the economic capacity of industry 
but, in so doing, shall not reduce the basic wage below an amount which it deems necessary to 
maintain this reasonable standard of comfort.

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SUMMARY OF DWELLINGS—CENSUSES OF 1954 AND 1961 
Some 1961 Census figures have been revised since the previous issue. 


NOTE—The following definitions are relevant when considering the figures given in Tables 
Nos. 28-40. 


Occupied Dwelling : An occupied dwelling is any habitation occupied by a household group 
living together as a domestic unit, whether comprising the whole or only part of a build- 
ing. The term has therefore a very wide reference and includes, in addition to houses 
and flats, a great variety of “‘ dwellings’’ ranging from a single-room shack to a multi- 
roomed hotel or institution. Occupied dwellings are classified into “ private ’’ and 
“ other than private ’’ dwellings. 

Private Dwelling : Private dwellings are further classified into the following four 
categories— 

Private House: Private Houses include houses, sheds, huts, garages, etc., used 
for dwelling purposes, and shared private houses for which only one House- 
holder’s Schedule was received. 

Share of Private House: A Share of a Private House is a portion of a shared 
private house which is occupied separately and for which portion a separate 
Householder’s Schedule was furnished. 

Flat; A Flat is part of a house or other building which can be completely closed 
off and which has its own cooking and bathing facilities. 

Other Private Dwelling: ‘These include private dwellings such as rooms, apart- 
ments, etc., which are parts of buildings but are not self-contained units. 

Other than Private Dwelling : These include Hotels ; Motels ; Boarding Houses, Lodg- 
ing Houses and Hostels ; Educational, Religious and Charitable Institutions ; 
Hospitals ; Defence and Penal Establishments ; Police and Fire Stations ; Clubs ; 
Staff Barracks and Quarters, etc. 


Divisions of State : 
Metropolitan Urban comprises the Metropolitan Statistical Division (see Map of Western 
Australia in Part V of the Statistical Register). 
Other Urban comprises all towns outside the Metropolitan Statistical Division with 
a population of more than 1,000 persons (excluding full-blood aboriginals) at the

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RETAIL SALES STATISTICS 


Introduction 


The following tables incorporate the preliminary results of the Census of Retail Establishments 
and Other Services taken in respect of the year ended 30th June, 1962 and comparable figures 
from the 1956-57 Census. More detailed information will be issued when further tabulations are 
completed. 


The detail contained in Table No. 43 is extracted from a quarterly statistical statement 
“ Retail Sales of Goods’’ which contains similar information for each of the other States and for 
the Commonwealth asa whole. 


Scope of Retail Census 


The collections have been designed principally to measure sales to the final consumer of 
goods (new and second hand) which are normally for household and personal use. For this reason, 
sales of building materials, farm and industrial machinery and equipment, earth-moving equipment, 
etc., have been excluded from published figures. For the same reason, and also because of reporting 
difficulties, sales of builders’ hardware and supplies, business machines and equipment, grain, 
feed, fertilizers and agricultural supplies and tractors have been excluded. Motor vehicles, parts, 
etc., whether for industrial, commercial, farm or private use, are included. 


The Census excludes, by definition, establishments with total retail sales of less than £500 
and certain types of establishments which make sales to consumers (e.g. Licensed Clubs and Can- 
teens). Because of this latter factor, the aggregates shown for some commodity groups may be 
less than the total shown by all establishments. This applies particularly to tobacco and beer, 
wine and spirits which are also sold by establishments outside the scope of this collection. How- 
ever, although the figures are not contained in this publication, some additional details of sales 
of these items were obtained from a supplementary collection of licensed clubs, etc., at the Censuses 
in 1957 and 1962. 


Type of Business 


All establishments were classified according to the predominant type of goods sold or service 
rendered, such classifications being based mainly on the dissection of commodity sales recorded 
on the Census returns. However, in the case of some types of business, the descriptions given 
by the proprietors were also taken into account. Builders’ Hardware Stores, Grain and Produce 
Merchants, Business Machines Stores and Tractor Dealers, which were included in the 1956-57 
Census have been excluded, as previously mentioned, from the 1961-62 Census. However, a 
separate type of business classification has been included for Department Stores and figures for 
1956-57 have been revised to incorporate this change in classification. 


Statistical Retail Areas 


Tn general, Statistical Retail Areas comprise groups of contiguous Local Government Areas 
(i.e. Cities, Towns and Shires). In the 1956-57 Census the Local Government Area boundaries 
were those as constituted at Ist January, 1957 and in the 1961-62 Census the boundaries were 
those as constituted at Ist January, 1962. Minor changes were made to the boundaries of some 
areas between these two dates but they are unlikely to have significant effect on comparisons, 


Comparison of 1956-57 and 1961-62 Census Results 


Owing to a change in the basis of collection of commission sales of New Motor Vehicles and 
the exclusion of sales of Builders’ Hardware ; Grain, Feed, Fertilizers, etc. ; Business Machines 
and Equipment ; and Tractors in the 1961-62 Census, revisions have been made to 1956-57 
figures. This changed basis has also had some effect on the type of business classifications within 
the “ Motor Vehicle Dealers, Garages and Service Stations, etc.’’ group.
